The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-20 would be allowable because there is no teaching or suggestion in the prior 
art of a device for applying an adhesive to a projectory spine region of an inner book while 
conveyed in a transport system comprising the combination of at least one rotating application 
wheel which picks up adhesive from a reservoir and transfers said adhesion to the inner book by 
rolling-off; a doctor blade confronting the wheel an adjustable distance for regulating the 
application thickness of the adhesive; an actuating device for controlled movement of the doctor 
blade between an application position and a zero-application position, wherein the actuating 
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device includes at least one contraction hose controllable via compressed air and functioning as a 
single-acting pull actuator.
